permanent magnets an(d their numbet and the number and spacing of the coils being set so 
that if the degree of relative rotation during which each coil experiences a complete cycle of 
electrical current is taken as 360"* the circumferential extent of each of the magnet poles (the 
magnet electrical angle) lies in the range of 1Z0° to 140"^ of such relative rotation.
